2. We think the same can be said of computer aided design. In fact, 
both these issues should be looked at simultaneously. Again, I think we 
can obtain the specificity and security we need for the Community without 
the attended cost by deferring to contractor capabilities.

dated set of requirements unique to our needs and we could at that time 
consider levying the requirements on the DoD micro-electronics program.
